Add an intelligent respect for tradition to a 
progressive attitude — a desire to look ahead 
positively — and to my mind you have the ideal 
outlook. 

Our Club's progress over the years clearly 
indicates that our Committees of the past have 
adopted this balanced attitude and to it we owe 
what we are today. 1 can assure you that your 
present Committee adopts this approach and 1 
feel sure that if those of the future do the same 
our progress will continue and we will enjoy

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Eskimo Prince — Brilliant Win 
in Golden Slipper 

Eskimo Prince wins the £10,000 Golden Slipper by four lengths at Rosehill on March 14 from Farnworth with 
Victorian youngster Star of Heaven two lengths away third. 


Eskimo Prince is the bonanza 
two-year-old of 1964 but now the 
question is whether he will stay well 
enough to win the Derbies. 

The query stems from the fact 
that he is the son of a mare who 
was a mighty if unlucky stayer, 
Chicquita, and few champion mares 
in Australian turf history have pro¬ 
duced champion sons or daughters. 
Among the exceptions are Wakeful, 
Loquacious and Persist. 

Eskimo Prince is by Todman, a 
brilliant speedster, who because of 
an illness, was never tested for 
stamina beyond the seven furlongs 
of his Caulfield Futurity win of 
1960. His sire. Star Kingdom, has 
had many brilliant speedsters but 
two Derby winners, and his sire 
Star Dust was in England purely 
a sprint stallion. However, Chicquita 
having already introduced stamina 
into her get could make of Eskimo 
Prince a Derby winner. She has 
staying blood in her pedigree trac¬ 
ing back to Woorak who sired 
Whittier, two Caulfield Cups and a 
Derby. 

Eskimo Prince’s mother Chic¬ 
quita won £28,285 in stakes for her 
16 successes. These included the 
1949 Oaks, Wakeful Stakes, Alister 
Clark and weight-for-age events. 
But she was out in a year of un¬ 
usually good stayers and carrying 
8 12 to Grey Boots’ 7 13 was 
narrowly beaten in the 1950 Caul¬ 
field Cup and a fortnight later with 
8 10 was beaten by the best stayer 
in a decade. Comic Court (9 5), in 
the Melbourne Cup in record time. 

Chicquita had a busy career but 
was retired to stud earlier than most 
champions and already has pro¬ 
duced winners. King Nero twice 
a winner over 1^ miles and Comic- 
quita (by Comic Court) who besides 


a mile and a half Caulfield success 
was second in Even Stevens’ 1962 
Melbourne Cup. 

Randwick trainer, Mr. Cecil 
Rolls, a memeber of Tatt’s Club 
since 1956, selected Eskimo Prince 
as a yearling, and had no difficulty 
in inducing his patron, Mr. Perc 
Galea, to pay 6,200 gns. second top 
price of the 1963 Sydney Easter 
sales for this handsome black colt. 
The youngster fulfilled stable hopes 
with success at his first two starts 
last October in the Breeders’ Plate 
at Randwick and the Silver Slipper 
at Rosehill. Then he achieved the 
crowning glory, the £10,000 Golden 
Slipper at Rosehill on March 14 
beating easily the best field ever 
assembled, comprising the top colts 
and fillies of Melbourne and Sydney. 
And with what scorn he treated 
such mighty gallopers to win run¬ 
ning away by four lengths after 
conceding a start from near the rear 
of the field. 

By a strange coincidence, Farn- 
worth whom Eskimo Prince beat 
into second place in the Golden 
Slipper was the top-priced yearling 
at the Easter sales with the 7,000 
guineas bid of Mr. W. Longworth, 
Chairman of the STC. It was Mr. 
Longworth’s duty after the race to 
present the slipper and various other 
trophies to Eskimo Prince’s owner, 
trainer and jockey. But good sport 
that he is he did it with a smile. 

Reverting to champion race mares 
at stud who have reproduced some¬ 
thing near their like as racehorses. 

One of the best mares of all 
time was Wakeful who besides her 
great turf deeds produced two good 
racehorses on retirement to the stud. 

Her wins included the 1901 Oak- 
leigh Plate, Newmarket and Doncas¬ 


ter in quick succession, but later 
she turned from sprinting to be¬ 
come the greatest stayer of her 
time with a Sydney Cup two mile 
win with 9 7 in 1902 followed by 
a second with 10 st. in the 1903 
Melbourne Cup to Lord Cardigan 
(6 8), who a few months later won 
the Sydney Cup with 8 7. 

Wakeful produced Blairgour, a 
three year old winner of the 1911 
Futurity with 8 12. Her next pro¬ 
geny was Night Watch who won the 
1918 Melbourne Cup. 

Loquacious was a good staying 
Sydney mare who won the 1929 
Metropolitan beating crack New 
Zealand Night March who at that 
current Randwick meeting won the 
mile Epsom, and Randwick Plate 
two miles and went on to success 
in the Melbourne Cup. 

Ten years after Loquacious’ 
Metropolitan success her daughter 
Feminist won the Metropolitan. She 
also won the Anniversary and many 
other long races. 

Persist another Sydney mare 
blessed with stamina accumulated 
£18,221 in prize-money for wins in 
the Summer Cup, Adrian Knox and 
the Queensland P. J. O’Shea weight 
for age Stakes and Q.T.C. Metro¬ 
politan. Strangely enough her pro¬ 
geny so far have been out and out 
speedsters. Endure who won the 
Gimcrack and Carrington at Rand¬ 
wick besides many other sprints and 
Anything a smart Melbourne 
galloper. 

So although Eskimo Prince is a 
rarity, a champion out of a cham¬ 
pion, there is bright hope for future 
stamina because he is a fine in¬ 
dividual with the best thoroughbred 
instincts and gallops in the best 
tradition of his race.

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History of TattersalFs Club 


Although TattersalFs Club is one of the oldest in Australia and represents a tradition full of interest, it 
is a regrettable fact that no official history of it exists. 

To the best of our knowledge only one attempt has been made to set down such a history and this was 
by Frank Wilkinson who presented a set of notes to the Club in 1922. While these notes represented a most 
creditable effort on Mr. Wilkinson’s part he made no pretence that they were more than a collection of notes 
rather than a chronological history. A few other documents have been prepared from time to time but these 
have been in the form of condensed histories, or facts on certain confined aspects of the Club’s growth 
and progress. 

The need for a history of our Club is therefore clearly evident and it has been decided to prepare one 
and publish it as “chapters” or “episodes” in T.C.M. Ideally we would like to run a chapter each month but 
because of the exigencies of space this may be impossible and we may have to miss out some months. 
However members may be assured that the full history will be published in this way. 

Your editor acknowledges the assistance he has received from the notes compiled by Mr. Frank Wilkinson 
in preparing the Club’s history. 


No history of TattersalFs Club Sydney would 
properly fulfil its purpose without first tracing the way 
in which the Club got its name. Most people outside the 
Club have only the vaguest idea of how this came 
about and why this now famous Club is called Tatter- 
sail’s. It would also be safe to say that many members 
themselves would only be vaguely aware of its origin. 

To trace this connection it is necessary to go back 
to London to the year 1766 when a gentleman named 
Richard Tattersall set up in business for himself. His 
business was an unusual one at that time and certainly 
the first of its kind. It was designed as a meeting place 
for the sportsmen of the day where they could rendez¬ 
vous, lay bets, buy and sell bloodstock and generally 
discuss the sport to which they were so ardently addicted. 

TattersalFs “Horse Bazaar” actually consisted of a 
Tavern, stables and a dwelling which Richard Tattersall 
occupied himself. There twice a week, on Mondays and 
Thursdays, a sale was held and the bloodstock on offer 
were paraded around a pump which was situated in 
the middle of the yard. 

The establishment of this business represented the 
fulfilment of a long held ambition for Richard Tatter¬ 
sall who was born on a Lancashire farm and came to 
London at the age of twenty-one with nothing more than 
twenty pounds in his pocket and an expert knowledge 
of fine horses in his head. It didn’t take long for the 
noble sporting gentlemen of the day to recognize Tatter¬ 
salFs ability however and before long his advice was 
being requested and his help sought by London’s leading 
sportsmen. 


Over the next two decades he became firmly estab¬ 
lished as an expert in his field, and during this time saw 
the need for a new era in racing. Up to then meetings 
were haphazard, breeding was dubious and betting was 
without rules and characterized by disputes and duels. 

When at the age of forty-two, he opened his Horse 
Bazaar it was with the idea of righting these wrongs and 
organizing the sport along proper and honourable lines. 
He more than achieved his ambition for over the next 
thirty years he was responsible for many innovations and 
historic incidents associated with racing. He also drew 
up an organized code of wagering, to repudiate a bet 
made at TattersalFs meant social disgrace and virtual 
ostracism. He was treated more as an equal than any¬ 
thing else by the racing nobles of the day and his word 
was recognized as law by all those who had any con¬ 
nection with the sport. 

Up to the time of his death in 1795 he was accepted 
as the uncrowned King of the turf and from that time on 
the name of Tattersall became a touchstone in racing 
circles and stood for a code of ethics based on the 
highest principles of personal dealings. 

A little before old Richard Tattersall died the Aus¬ 
tralian Colony was established here in Sydney and by 
the middle of the nineteenth century not only was it a 
thriving community, but it had settled down to a way of 
life not very much different in many respects to that 
from the country from which it sprang. 

Around the sixties a typical Saturday afternoon 
would see the harbour splashed with the white of sails 
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from craft from the several boating clubs which were 
already established, while the parks and open grounds 
would be filled with cricketers enjoying the game which 
their fathers had brought from England. No doubt an 
athletic meeting would be going on somewhere and the 
members of the Rifle Association would be practising 
at the rifle butts in Moore Park. 

In short the Colony had established itself as a sports- 
loving community and it was no wonder that racing was 
very much a part of these activities. Around this time 
meetings were held at both Homebush and Randwick 
and the Australian Jockey Club was a firmly established 
identity. 

The “Sporting Centre” of Sydney at the time was 
contained in the block bounded by Pitt and George 
Streets and Market and Park Streets. In this block were 
the offices of the publishers of the two sporting papers 
of the day, “Bell’s Life in Sydney” and the “Era”. Both 
these publications were devoted to sport and drama. Also 
situated in this block was the hotel known as the 
“Mayor’s Inn” which is now Tattersall’s Hotel. This 
was the general meeting place of the sportsmen of the 
day and seemed to have become such by virtue of its 
position in this sporting block. 

That racing was a well organized sport by the 
middle of the nineteenth century is borne out by the 
fact that in 1856 the first “Racing Calendar” was pub¬ 
lished after having been compiled by the sporting editor 
of “Bell’s Life”. This was soon followed by the “Stud 
Book of N.S.W.” which contained the pedigrees of race 
horses from the earliest arrivals in the Colony up to the 
date of publication. 

However as yet no authority, official or unofficial, 
had been established to govern the rules and transactions 


of betting in the same sense as Tattersall’s did in London. 
This state of affairs was soon to be remedied and both 
those connected with racing in that bygone era and the 
present day members of Tattersall’s Club can be grateful 
to the man who put the machinery into motion. 

His name was W. J. O’Brien and he became the 
proprietor of the “Mayor’s Inn” in the year 1857. Both 
O’Brien and his wife were born caterers and not only 
did they quickly become popular with the sporting 
personalities who frequented the Inn but they attracted 
the better type of non-sporting citizen to it as well. 

A man of genial good nature and very pleasing 
personality O’Brien was at the same time a shrewd 
businessman. He saw the possibility of turning his Inn’s 
popularity with the sporting fraternity to good account 
though it must be recorded to his great credit that his 
subsequent actions indicated that the possibility of gain 
was by no means his only motive in doing this. 

Realizing that with racing growing quickly in Aus¬ 
tralia a similar type of “Centre” to that established in 
London almost a century before, would not only be 
popular but would be necessary as well, he decided to 
change the name of his hotel to Tattersall’s. This decision 
was made by O’Brien in the hope that those high 
principles with which the name Tattersall’s had long 
since become synonymous would be firmly established in 
Australia and this would be considerably helped, and 
the nature of the “centre” he hoped to start, more clearly 
defined, by adopting this famous name for the seat of 
operations. 

Soon after O’Brien changed the name of his hotel 
the following advertisement appeared in the Sydney 
Morning Herald on May 13th, 1858: 

“Tattersall’s, late Mayor’s Inn, Pitt Street. A meet¬ 
ing of intending subscribers to the above rooms will be 
held on May 14th at 8 p.m. to appoint a committee of 
management for the current year — W. J. O’Brien.” 

The records are rather incomplete about this time 
and it would seem from the wording of the above adver¬ 
tisement that the possibility of starting the “rooms” 
mentioned had been the subject of some discussion or 
publicity prior to its appearance. However it seems clear 
that this was the first official announcement and the 
meeting to which it called attention was certainly the 
first held. 

With this meeting “Tattersall’s Rooms” became a 
reality and the famous name which has meant so much 
to racing for more than two hundred years in England 
came to our country.

CAMERA HINT No. 3 

For correct exposure of flesh tones, 
take a reading with your light meter 
pointed at the back of your hand and 
about eight inches distant from it. If the 
subject is in sunlight then this reading 
must be in sunlight; if in shade take 
the reading in shade. 

In portraiture it helps greatly if you 
can get someone to hold a piece of white 
card below the subject’s head. This way 
you will get more luminosity in the 
shadows from the reflection. However be 
sure that the card is out of your camera’s 
vision when taking the shot.
